Campus Parking 
Rules in Effect 


New campus parking and traffic 
regulations are now in effect. 

The regulations require that all 
cars parked on campus display an 
MPC parking sticker in the lower 
right hand corner of the wind- 
shield.

Designated parking areas include 
the following: the area across the 
road from the college administra- 
tion building; the area next to and 
behind the physical education lock- 
er rooms; along the road west of 
the art, chemistry, and music 
buildings; and the area next to and 
across the road from the engine- 
ering building. 

Students are requested to note 
that some areas are reserved for 
faculty members only. Signs have 
been posted to indicate these spots. 


Those operating automobiles on 
campus are reminded that the 
speed is 15 miles per hour on all 
campus roads. Also, all roads are 
two-way unless they are designat- 
ed otherwise. 


The Monterey Police Depart- 
ment will work with the college in 
carrying out these regulations. 


Cars illegally parked may be towed 
away at the discretion of MPC; 
trafic citations will be given to 
anyone breaking any of these rules.

As an author, Dr. Haber has 
written such books as “Man In 
Space,” “The Physical Environ- 
ment of the Flyer” and “Walt Dis- 
ney’s Story of Our Friend the 
Atom.” With a co-author, Mr. Ha- 


ber has also written several others.

Dr. Seth P. Ulman 
was the first speaker in the current 
series. Dr. Ulman spoke on “Jap- 
anese Drama” last night in the 
Armory.
